Ex-Presldent Theodore D. Wolsey. D. D.. I.L. D.. 
New Haven, Conn., rose to read a paper ou “ The 
Constitution and Governm ent in the I'nited b tates 
as related to Religión.” 
Before proceeding to 
read it he asked th at Bishop Simpson, oi the 
M ethodist Episcopal Church, siiould preside. The 
Bishop, who was on the platform, on taking the 
chair. Introduced Dr. Wolsev to the audience. 
P resident Wolsey commenced by deffning and 
describing the relations th at the govcrnineut of 
th e United States had with Christian religion, and 
then described sum m arily the attitu d e of the sev­ 
eral s ta te s to the C nnstlan religion, before siid 
since the Revolution. He e.xplained and asserted 
the fixed principie of the American mind, religious 
or irreligious, against the estanilslim ent of an ex ­ 
clusive sta te Cnurch. 
He made the statem ent 
that 11 any attem pt were to i^e made, eith er irom 
the history or condition ui the Clinrch, to lorm a ! 
connection with the State, ho belleve<l th at the 
i 
adherenw of every form and condition of religion | 
would oppose any act tu at would destroy the prin­ 
ciple that m akes them all equal. Neither would I 
any oi these religious people consent to have Ro- 1 
m anism trowned upon by sta te law. 
(Cheers.)

selves. but ChrUt .Tesua” Th. ministers ot God were ap­ 
proved at such by abuse and toll. Such was the condi­ 
tion of those wlio were called to the highest dignity ot 
the nascent i hrlstian laiih. Christianity lays the only 
secure P.uadatlon for permanent civil lil.crty. Christi­ 
anity u popular without being revolutionary. It iorbld 
that the weak and poor sfiould be oppressed hy the 
strong. The highest ioca o( ilie Christian Rtate is a gov­ 
ernment by the people and lor the people. 
THK KrrKCT.H or CRKISTIANITV. 
When we consider what have been the offecU of 
Chr'siianity upon civil government we see that wher­ 
ever civil liberty has been most perfectly acquired thero 
IS to be found the most widespread Christianity. There 
mav be many ether tntiiiences favorable to civil lilwrty 
besld s CbrisUatiltj, mauy ot them entirely distinct irom 
religion. Christianity iias Its pr.iper religions purpose 
w hich is to lead inau on to hi< higher sUtc in whl " 
veleped all that u noble, great and manly.

After an Im prtaonm ent of some eighteen m onths, 
Marshal Uazalne U a t length to be tried by court, 
m artial, and on the 8th October will begin the mo­ 
m entous investigation as to w hether tb e victor of 
1 ucbla, the h rst reputed strate g ist In th e French 
army, did or did not betray the olty of Metz and 
his country. The article which forms the basis of 
tbe iudiotm ent which (jeueral Pouroet, actlug as 
governm ent prosecutor in the case, baa draw n up 
Is the 20etb of the Military Code, revised in 1887, 
and runs as follows :— 
Shall be sentenced to degradation and death 
every com m auder of a fortress who capitulates 
w ithout having forced the beaiegiug arm y to p er­ 
form all the slow and successive operations of a 
siege, and w ithout having on his p art exhaosted 
every possible m eans of reslatonce and done aU 
th at duty and honor oould suggest. 
And tho 210th article orders, m Its second clause, 
that, w hen the com m ander shall have been guilty, 
not of treaso n or wilful neglect, but of rem issness, 
Brom Ignorance or bew ilderm ent. 
The penalty Bhall oe dism issal from the service, 
w ith or w ithout d egradauoa. 
Marshal Bazalne does not, conseqnently, stan d 
betw een th e sole altern ativ es of death o r acquittal, 
as la commonly snpposed by the pnbUc. Ills judges 
can sentence him to be simply dism issed from the 
service, and m any reasons point to the probability 
th at this will be his fate. Dismissal, Implying 
negligence, would satisfy th e w ounded self-love of 
the nation, by placing the responsibility In the 
capitulation of a first class citadel and 140,000 m en 
on the shoulders of a single m a n ; but it would also 
m aintain Intact the p rivate honor of the arm y, which 
would be sullied in foreign eyes If a field m arshal 
were shot as a traito r. 
Besides this, various po­ 
litical m otives have conspired, os they generally 
do In France, to render the Inquiry into this case 
on its own m erits extrem ely difficult. 
If B azalne 
hud been brought to trial Im m ediately after the 
peace, public opinion, which clam ored for a scape­ 
goat, would have sacrificed him w ith one voice; 
but since then the republican press has Inveighed 
against the prisoner w ltn such vlrulouco th at the 
conservative papers have one alter an o th er gone 
over to tho o th er side. Bazaiue ia now protected 
by the fact th at his execution would justify Gum- 
b etta and bo hailed as a radical trium ph. 
If 
Bazalne w ere guilty, then all the ullegations of the 
governm ent of Tours w ere tru e ; and Gam belta, 
instead ol being the fussy, mischievous, and in ­ 
capable dictato r whom the conservatives revile, 
becomes an able patriot, who was only prevented 
from saving Franco by B azalnc’s treacherous re- 
tusul to co-operate with him. 
Again, th ere la m uch in the personal relations of 
Bazaine’s judges tow ards him wnlch m ust Incline 
them to be extrem ely lenient. These judges are 
seveu In num ber—General the Duke d ’Aumale, 
Generals Prlnceteuu, Chabaud-Latour. Dulessue, 
Trlpler, De La M otte-Rouge and M artlm prey.

Mr. A. Oakcy Hall m oved lor a rule obliging the

•ctions fonndcd upon statn tes giving fines and 
penalties such answ ers w ere perm itted. He stated 
th a t hlB clients were advised to take this course to 
escape annoyance, as well os receive legal protec- 
Uon. 
Ex-Judge Cnlver opposed, aad claimed th at this 
statu te was repealed by the Code and th a t the 
m anagem ent m ust adm it or deny on oath w hether 
It excluded for color or not. 
Judge B arrett leaned strongly against him , but 
took the papers. A sim ilar suit In Albany against 
M anager Klchardson, of the o pera House, resulted 
in • disagreem ent of the Jury. Bnt our city m an­ 
agers have, OH strong legal advice and authority 
both In England and America, as was stated on 
the argnm cnls, claimed and exercised the right to 
▼lew their theatres as private business places, and 
exclude whom they jilease by reiuslng to sell tickets 
and w ithout reference to either biack or white. 
H eathen Chinees, or Jim Nyes. And they deny th at 
tne liCglslature can lorce them , while m anaging a 
p riv ate bnslness, to condnct the latter according 
to a penal statu te. It will now oe at least a year 
before tne cases in question oomc to trial.

INCIDENTS IN COURT. 


The proceodlngs in the Stokes’ case yeaterday 
w ere rath er rem arkable in these days of dilatory 
action in courts of law for the progress made m 
obtaining a Jury.

The Commissioners 
of Accounts state that there is a deficiency of 
$94,000 in the scciuitics belonging to the sink­ 
ing fund. 
The am ount which ought to be in 
that fund is $23,332,046. 
When the securities 
were examim-d, it was discovered that a num ­ 
ber of them to the value of $94,000 wore miss­ 
ing from the box in the Com ptroller’s office in 
which, singularly enough, 
they had been 
deposited. 
An investigation ol the records 
shfiws that the m issing bonds are in sums of 
from $2,000 to $25,000 each. 
They are eight 
in number, and of varions characb r, as dc.sig- 
nated hi the report. 
There appears to be no 
poKsibiWy 
of

mistake 
about 
this 
matter. 
The 
records 
show 
that 
these 
bonds should be held by the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund, and they arc not to l>e 
found in their possession.

The people 
will demand an instant explanation of this 
suspicions m atter—an im m ediate clearing up 
of this mystery. 
The Com ptroller’s Office is 
filled with the employés of Connolly, with 
men 
trained 
in 
the 
school of 
Watson. 
These employós were all legislated out ot 
office by the charter on the 1st day ol last 
May. 
They have never been reappointed by 
Comptroller Green as required by the charter, 
and hence are not officers of the city govern­ 
m en t 
Any one of them m ight be guilty of 
malefeaaauce aqd defy the oouseiiuenoes, for 
they are not legally city officials. 
W ith these 
facts before them the people have a right to 
insist upon the production of the missing 
bonds or the prom pt suspension and sub­ 
sequent removal of the Comptroller. 
If any 
explanation can bo made, if the Commissioncn, 
are in error, if the bonds have been legally 
taken from tho sinking fund and disposetl of 
in any way, we m ust know the fact a t once, 
and the proof m ust be clear and indisputable. 
Tho departm ent which oppresses tho just

The statem ent of the Commissioners 
of Accounts is distinct 
There should be in 
the custody of the Commissioners of the Sink­ 
ing Fund $23,332,000, according to tho records 
of the Finance D epartm ent 
There is in their 
posscs-sion only $'23,238,000, 
On scrutinizing 
tho accounts eight bonds are found charged 
OS being held by them, which are missing 
from the box in which all their securities are 
deposited. 
These bonds am ount in tho total 
to tho exact discrepancy—namely, $94,000. 
We repeat that the apparent defalcation must 
be cleared up before to-morrow m orning, and 
if this should not be done M ayor Havemoyer 
will be held responsible by the people if he 
do not take immediate steps for the protec­ 
tion of the public treasury. 
Anotlier development which we trace in the 
report is open to grave suspicion. 
It boars 
upon its face the impress of official looseness, 
if not of official dishonesty.

but a bond for the 
amount, 
$100,000, issued on June 21, 1873, is found in 
the sinking fund, to m ake up the sum taken 
out of the fund on March 23, 
1872. 
For 
one year and three m onths, therefore, as it 
would appear, the Sinking F u n d m ost have 
been left •with a deficiency of one hundred 
thousand dollars, and m ust have lost the in­ 
terest on that amount. B ut tho Commissioners 
of accounts do not go far enough. 
They should 
examine and report whether any interest on 
such a bond was actually paid between March, 
1872, and June, 
1873. 
D so, where was 
the bond in tbe interval, and why was it re­ 
placed by a new bond jnst at the time the 
Commission was appointed and an investiga­ 
tion of the Sinking F und securities wa.s anti­ 
cipated? 
Under the old rigime, we m ight sus­ 
pect that the bond had been issued, and, in­ 
stead 
of 
being placed 
in 
tbe 
Sinking 
Fund, had been used for illcgiUmate purposes. 
W ith money worth sixteen per cent per an­ 
num, tho snug sum of twenty-two thousand 
dollars ia interest m ight have been realized 
from the am ount of one hundred thousand 
dollars in fifteen months. 
A bond that had 
been hypothecated would bear evidence of its 
hjrpothecation upon its face and could not 
have been placed among the Sinking Fund 
secnritiee without expo.«ing 
the 
fact 
Of 
course no such suspicion could attach to the 
present Comptroller, but why do the Commis­ 
sioners of Accounts stop short, and fail to tell 
us whether tbe interest on a one hundred dol­ 
lar bond, alleged to be in the Sinking Fund, 
was paid between March, 1872, and June, 
1873? 
Mayor Havemeyer should call upon 
them for this information. 
If the interest 
was paid, by whut right was it paid on a bond 
not in existonco ? 
If it was not paid, by what 
right was the Sinking Fund, a sacred trust, 
deprived of the interest? 
Tho condition of the Finance D epartm ent 
is now officially before the people. 
Its m an­ 
agement is shown in 
the Commissioners’ 
rep o rt; it needs no comment from us—bonds 
issued for m illions of dollars, without check 
or registration, merely by the filling up and 
signing of a sheet of paper ; acconnte cover­ 
ing m illions entered in blotters, no ledgers 
kept, and bonds, vouchers and claims only to 
be traced by w ading through piles of confused 
documents ; payments and canecllntions sim ply 
marked in red ink against the various sums 
wherever they happen to be entered ; bonds 
of the same issue for the same amounts, bear­ 
ing tbe same num bers, and thus rcnderd un- 
traceablo. 
This is a specimen of the finan- 
ceering ability which has

There has been no necessary 
rea.son for the delay, so for as the ends of jus­ 
tice were concerned. 
It docs seem as if it 
had been delayed for political reasons, and in 
order to serve a political purpose. 
It will not 
be difficult, in the course of the trial, to ex­ 
pose certain weak points in the imperial edi­ 
fice, and so explain the suddenness of its faU 
and tbe consequent m isfortunes of France. It 
would not be wonderful if this is the reason 
why the trial, so long delayed, has been 
brought on at this particular juncture.

offices of trust in the civil and m ilitary service 
of the country ; and th at they, therefore, are 
resolved to m aintain their separate district and 
State organizations; and that, aggrieved at 
the neglect of the claims of the colored people 
by the republican party, these colored men 
will hereafter bo governed by higher motives 
than the success of the republican tic k e t; and 
that, inasmuch as the Civil R ights bill of this 
State has proved a failure, they will petition 
the next Congress to pass a proper and effi­ 
cient law that will protect all the citizens of 
the United States in their rights ; and that, 
meantime, we, the colored citizens of New 
York, endorse the call of the Pennsylvania 
Civil Rights League for a national convention 
to meet in W ashington on the 12th of Decem­ 
ber next. 
F rom ' all this it is evident that 
onr colored citizens intend to hold the repub­ 
lican party to its contract with them , and 
that, if they are still to be put off with fine 
words which butter no parsnips, these colored 
m en are at least resolved to know the reason 
why. 
They do not intend to serve m uch 
longer as mere hewers of wood and dmwers of 
water, with no thanks for their labor. 
Tbe 
republican party will please take notice, or 
abide by the consequences.

“Lucls,'' since Its flrai production at Naples, 
nearly forty years ago, under the direction of the 
composer, has held a high position in popularity by 
reason of Its Intense drsmatic situations, which 
give to the prima donna and tenor ample oppor­ 
tunities to create a furor. Persian! aud Duprcz 
were the first Lucia and E<lgardr>, and alter them 
came an illustrions line of arlisls In these 
rOles. Lucy Ashton has been represented by Jenny 
Lind, Dolores Nan, 
Catherine Hayes, Sontag, 
Oazzaniga, Frezzolinl and Nilsson, and the principal 
Edgardos have been Rublni, Sims Beeves, Fras- 
chinl, Mario and Urignoll. Despite the defects in 
the insirnmentatlon of this opera, which is so 
noisy In some scenes that it nullifles the dramatic 
character of the vocal 
parts, this is consld- 
ered as one of the best of Donizetti’s works. 
There are some exquisite numbers In It, and it 
would i»c difllcult to match la Italian opera the 
grand concerted vocal piece, in the bridal scene, the 
sestet “Chi ml frena.” Although founded on Scott’s 
novel, the librettist, Caramaraiio, has widely de­ 
parted from the 
original, and little of tbe 
historr of tho unhappy Bride of laimmcrmoor 
may be gleaned Irom the three acts of tho opera. 
In this opera, In which the American pablic always 
take an Interest, two companies appeared last 
night—that of Mr. .strukosch, at tho Brooklyn 
Academy of Music, and that of Mr. Maretzek, at tho 
Grand Opera House. The criticisms on these per­ 
formances, which we present below, will give a 
lalr idea of the calibre of the two companies, and 
will demonstrate the fact ihat New York—Brooklyn 
being a suburb—has become one of the operatic 
capitals of the world. 
TUB HTKAXO.SCH ( OMKANY IN “ LUCIA.” 
BrooKlyn, never enthusiastic, over opera or rau.slc 
of any description, with the exception, pcrhap.s, of 
congregational singing, furnished the manager 


and dishevelled hair aad sang the florid mnsie 
which abounds in this scotie very commentlably, 
and executed her ruus aud cadenzas with the 
flute with precisión andaoertain degree of deU- 
oaoy of tone. But the charm of Inteuae dramaUo 
power was wanting, and vooalizatlon of a high 
order can only be aocordud tu her efforta in lUla 
scene. 
The last airs of tbe tenor In the opera. “Fra poca 
a me” and “Tu che a Dio spiegasil," were deliv­ 
ered by Gampanlni In a manner that dlsplared the 
rich qualities of his voice, but tn both ol them he 
was strangely cold, lacking In the fervor and pas- 
Hiun that they demanded. 
Donizetti has never 
written anytlilng that calU for more dramatic Are 
than these two arias, and no voice, however bean- 
tilul It may be, can sufllce for a want of soul »• 
the pan ol the singer In their rendition. 
The chorus whs admirable, as usual, but Signor 
Muziu shonld endeavor to curb tho oxuboranoe ei 
tone in the orchestra. German instru^mentaUsto 
are too apt to confound quantity with qivalHy of 
tone, and viollulsto will saw away and horn blowers 
will breathe into their Instruments as if each waa 
the archangel’B trump. It may be an impossibility 
at the present time outside ol Thomas’ orchestra, 
but we should like to hear the instrumental depart­ 
ment of an opera susceptible ot a lair degree or 
expression. As Brooklyn cannot lurnmh an audi­ 
ence suflJclent to oonipenaate for tbe transporU- 
tioii or an opera company irom tho metropolis, Mr. 
straKosch has wisely determined to leave her 
operaless for the balance of the season. 
TUB MAUBTZKK OOMPANV IN “ LUCIA.” 
Mile. lima dl Murska made her second appear­ 
ance at the Grand Opora House iw t night as Lucto 
in “Lucia dl I,ammennoor,” Signor Tamberllk 
taking the part ol ^gardo. Tho success of tho 
opera, which waa vTry great, depended entirely 
upon these two artists. Besides Signor Man, tho 
barytone, the rest of the cast was utterly weak and 
inciticient. 
and 
the

useless appendage. 
Of Marl’s singing, 
also.

It would have been easy to have rendered tne 
great tenor helpless, as we saw him on a previous 
occasion: but, instead of gaining a triumph over 
him, Dl Murska assisted and upheld him, and gained 
a greater triumph with him. 
The second act was only notable for the m ar­ 
riage scene, upon which the curtain falls, tne 
sestet, “Chi mltrena Inlal nomen” hogianlng with 
the clear ringing declamation of Tamberllk, n o ta 
word missing the ear, and as it proceeded once 
more, enriched by Di Murska’s friendly and sym- 
pethetic assistance, was a splendid episode. A 
hearty encore, well earned, rewarded tliis effort, 
and If the scene had closed the opera, as it 
generally 
is 
for the bettor that it shonla,

complete. Strangely enough, tho third act in this 
iiiataiioe added to the Interest, because It was dls- 
tlngnished by two unusual and exceptional merits. 
Dl Murska, m the “mad scone,” showed herself 
possessed of more than ordinary dramatic power. 
Had she not been a singer she would have become 
an actress of rare merit. There was nothing In 
her acting out of harmony either with the music 
or the true conception of the picture which Sir 
Waller Scott painted of the unfortunate Lucy Ash­ 
ton. Driven to iiiadne.ss by the success which 
attended the persistent efforts of her brother tn 
forcing tlio unwelcome lover upon the poor girl as 
a husband, tlie denouement Is one of the most 
startling lu lilstory or In literature, but It is utterly 
without interest in a dramatic or lyno form. 
Dl Murska acts and sings the novelist’s ideal 
with great force at the same time that she brings 
Into prominence only tbe finer traits of the poor 
girl's sad misiorlune. The scone was iutcrrupted 
bv the presentation to the prima donna of two 
white pigeons, and tlioiigh such ostentatious dis­ 
plays arc usually detrimental, in this case it was 
not 80 reprehensible, for It was made to harmonize 
somewhat wUii the scone, aud at least it was not 
mure absurd than the exit the composer has con­ 
trived for the heroine of the opera. 
Signor Tamberllk did his llnest execution of the 
evening In the “Fra poco a me rlcovero,” his voice 
exhibiting something of Us old power and bringing 
back remembrances of his former glorios.

jobn T. irvtng, the man who pretends to hnow 
•U about the Nathan murder, arrived In New York 
Yaslerdar morning Irom san Francisco In charge oí 
Captain James IrviiiB and Detective Duaenbnry. 
These omoers were instructed by the Police Com. 
■tesloners. three wecKs ago. to proceed to San 
Francisco and bring back Irving. Tbey arrived in 
th at city on a Thursday evening, after a journey of 
«Ight days, and the folioaiug m orning paid their 
first visit to the prisoner. He was confined a t the 
Police Headquarters, and under tnc immediate 
charge of Chief of Detectives Lecse. 
On per­ 
ceiving the New York detectives Irvtng put on 
a strange, surly m anner, entirely different from 
the 
one 
in 
when 
he 
treated 
the 
local 
police 
previously. 
He 
hung down his head 
and answered the qnestions p at to him in a 
reluctant, dogged way, which seemed as m eant to 
convey he was being bored. After a time this dis­ 
position wore off and Irving became sufflcienUy 
complacent to confide to tbe detectives enough of 
his story to convince them he really had some­ 
thing im portant to reveal. lie a t first positively 
relused to enter into any communication with 
them, pretending that be was afritid other parties 
ntg b t be listening. The cell in which he was con­ 
fined, Irving said, was safe enongh to hold a pris­ 
oner, but neither a convenient or secure place to 
talk in upon an im portant subject. Saperintendent 
of Police Crowly tben placed a private room at the 
filsposal of Captain Irving, and 
the 
prUoner 
Irving was removed to it. 
As soon as the 
party was seated Irving began his story. 
In a 
guarded and careiul way he related jo sl enough of 
it to show the detectives he was 
SKILFCLLY CO.NCEALINO 
aerlous matter. Much of w hat he told was partly 
•known .beiore; but he gave a new light to it, 
bringing it to bear upon other transactions not 
thought of, and the detectives arose from their 
Interview assured that their journey would pro­ 
duce more Important results than they expected 
• t starting. 
Captain Irving immediately tele­ 
graphed to President Smith, oí the Board of Police, 
teUlng him the natnre of the confidence made 
by the prisoner. 
An answ er was sent back 
to the effect that 
they were to take some 
days’ rest, and then returu with Irving as .«peedliy 
as possible. Captain Irving and Detective Dusen- 
bury had several interviews with Irving subse- 
fiuently, and each time they became more confirmed 
In the impression made on them a t the first m oat­ 
ing. 
Superintendent 
Crowly and Chief Leese 
Hwfced npon the m atter in tbe same light, and If 
Irving does not realize the expectations of the 
pnltee when he gets on the witness stand it will be 
because he has allowed his imagination to run n o t 
w ith facts. 
The allotted time of rest having 
nearly expired Captain Irving and his faithful 
Dnsenbury

to 
she prisoner. He was lying on his truckle bed, in 
the cell, at the time of the visit, reading some of the 
Ban Francisco jonrnals that treated or his case. The 
morose and stubborn m anner nad returned to him, 
and he showed himself anything but flattered at 
the attention bestowed on him. It may have been 
that the weight ot the burden of heavy m atter he 
carried opfressed his mind, or It may have been 
the aimospbere of the prison; but whatever the 
cause was, Mr. Irvm g was snbject to moat sxtra- 
ordinary changes of hum or during tbe time the 
detectives were In San Francisco.

M eeting a t S teiuw aj HaU of the W omen’s Cen­ 
tennial Assoe-fition-Am Ewening Spent in

A H igh Old lim e A ll Around. 


A grand moss m eeting (to use the phraseologv of 
the Women’s Centennial Association circular was 
held last evening at Steinway Hall. To speak in ^e 
correotly, a large gathering of men and women av 
sembied in the ball about eight o’clcck. attracted 
thither by tbe promise 
made in the circular 
that there would bo “em laent speakers, floral 
decoration* and music.” 
The attractions, liow- 
ever, did not come np to the promise. 
There was 
bat little music, no flowers and no em inent speak­ 
ers. Indeed, there seemed to be a sort of spirit ual 
mist aU over the room, which was made all the 
more evident by the talk of some of the speakers. 
BBlUlU ON WOMRN. 
Henry Borgh was the first person to address the 
meeting. He eommonoed by saying that when lie 
left homo he expected to be only a apectator dur­ 
ing the meeting, bnt as he had been called upon to 
preside in lien of a gentlem an previously desig­ 
nated, he accepted the honor w ith all its hardens 
Of course he was expected to make a spccchl 
but he was very sorry to say th at he w asn’t la the 
humor and couldn’t do It. He was unprepared, 
and had nothing to say other than to express the 
hope that the Women’s Centennial Association 
would be a success. He never, when abroad, gave 
u thought to the dear women w ithout feeling 
proud 01 his American sisters. 
Be felt that tluy 
had rights which women In other parts of tlie 
world did not enjoy. It was tm e that there were 
masculine m onsters even in this city who allowed 
“ the loveUcst creatures of the Almighty” to stand 
in an omnibas all the way down to w n ; but as a 
gcueral rule the men in New York were pretty 
good fellowB, in his opinion. Mr. Bcrgh then 
wandered m a misty sort of way into a dis­ 
quisition about beauUlul womeu particularly aud 
all kiuds of women generally, aiiu finally drilted 
into story telling. 
A GUSHING WOMAN. 
At the dose of Mr. Bergh’s rem arks Mrs. Brown- 
sou Clarke was introduced to the audience. This 
lady was a buxom voung woman, not bad looking 
generally. 
Mhe was neatly dressed, aud after 
bciug introduced pulled out of her pocket a roll of 
white paper, which proved to be her "address.” 
She read it oeliberately. and gave due weight to 
every syllable, as though she was determined that
